ent were arrafged in, a circle, Jesus forming 
the central Agure, and his prayer was long and 
fervent, having for its object, to first inspire the 
point with renewed bape ; recond, to render 
thove present passive, in order that the manifest- 
tions might be «sily given, The prayers‘of 
Jesus were great hurmorizers—in fect he never 
held communion ia the presence of otters, with 
tbe angel world, without fret kneeling down 
and ultering a fervent invocation. A supplica- 
tion ao futhof pathos, = uttered ia a solemn trem- 
ulous tore of-volce, could not fail fu having a 
harmomzing influence over those present. After 
this exercise, the lights in the room were ex- 
Unguieded, and for ‘a moment all were in total 
darkuces, Soon a bewutiful phosphorescent light

His mediumsbip was of that character 
that the angel world could present those sym- 
bols that foresliadowed -tuture events,—project 
them on the atmosphere, where. they would re- 
main for a certain length of time, like a mirror 
suspended in u room, These images wore gen- 
erally formed with s phosphorescent cloud, and 
could Ye le-to assume any requircd hape, or 
represent any personage or scene, Pborpborea- | 
cent clouds can only be formed Within the 
sphere of tbe emanation of the medium. Out- 
side of that they could pot exist, Tnis emaba - 
tinn of the mediùm ia the atmosphere in which 
phosphorescent clouds tind temporary life, just 
as cesevtial to their existence as the atmosphere 
is to ours, They are not extracted from the
